Tells of Martin Luther’s 
Great Work • 


On Sunday, October 28. the Luther­ 
ans of Orange county plan to cele­ 
brate the quadrl-centennial of Luther­ 
anism The celebration will be held at 
St. John's Lutheran church at Orange, 
one of the largest and handsomest Lu­ 
theran churches went of the Rockies. 
It was on the 31st day of October, 
I Til 7, that Martin Luther, an Augustin­ 
ian monk, nailed his famous ninety- 
live theses oil the church door in the 
little Saxon town of Wittenburg 
This seemingly insignificant act in­ 
augurated a m;w are in the history of 
mankind generally, and in the history 
of the church parHcularly. 
It markH 
the beginning of the great movement 
known as Hie Reformation. 
Of this 
movement 
the 
Lutheran 
Church was born. 
The 31st OI Octo­ 
ber is therefore regarded as tile birth­ 
day of the Lutheran Church. 
During 
tin* month of October a series of arti­ 
cles submitted by Rev. E. J. nudnick, 
pastor of 
Trinity 
Lutheran 
church, 
will appear, brieily setting forth 
the 
history, development and position of 
the Lutheran Church, prepared by a 
committee of that church. 
From the 
first of iheee articles, written from the 
standpoint of that church, the follow­ 
ing is taken : 
What Was Reformation? 
The reformation was that religious 
movement of the 
sixteenth 
century 
out 
J which ctplved Hie Protestant 
Church. 
It was not a revolution, seek­ 
ing to overthrow the existing order 
of 
dings, hut a conservative 
move­ 
ment, endeavoring to cleanse, purify 
and develop the church. 
It was not l imply the statement of 
doctrine nor the assertion of a neg­ 
ative principle. 
It was a fresh revela­ 
tion through the Bible Hiat God is 
love ami lias loved the world with an 
infinite love. 
It was a re discovery of 
the gospel t< aching that the just shall 
live by taith. 
From a moral point of 
view it was inward freedom. 
It liber­ 
ated tin consciences of men from the 
bondage of etchtdastical tyranny. In­ 
tellectually it was the right of private 
judgment. 
The principle 
was 
laid 
down that every enlightened Christian 
has the ability and right to read and 
interpret the Bibb for himself. 
The duct l ine of grace is the founda­ 
tion stone of the 
reformation. 
The 
reformation was not a mere 
protest 
against the deplorable state of human 
society. 
It was a religious movement, 
not a political or a moral one, although 
it became both political and moral. 
Its strength and appeal lay in 
the 
fact that it gave once more to man 
the true 
answer 
to 
the 
question: 
"What shall a man give in exchange 
for ins soul?” 
Luther with his mes­ 
sage ol salvation by belief in the mer­ 
its of Christ kindled the same religious 
life among the mae.-es that the Apos­ 
tles did. 
It 
is 
this 
message 
which 
runs 
through all his sermons, books, 
and 
letters. 
Upon the Billie with its mes­ 
sage of God s love Luther bat ed all 
the arguments and 
disputations 
ot 
which his life was so full. 
It is note­ 
worthy that Luther never went to tilt 
length of the rabid fanatic who in his 
/ctil condemns the good with tile had. 
What was good and scriptural in the 
church should be kept, what was bad 
and unscriptural bad to be cut off. 
He felt that lie was not establishing 
anything new, but simply 
restoring 
what was as old as the gospel it sell. 
Hie church which Christ had formed 
anil which man had deformed, had to 
ne reformed to its original status, if 
the so11Iii of men should 
not 
sutler 
eternal loss. 
• 
The movement in the sixteenth cen­ 
tury, headed by Luther, bears properly 
the name “Reformation 
It was a re­ 
formation, a restoration, 
a 
re-estab­ 
lishment of the church, a ridding of 
deformities, a return to the Bible as 
the ground of faith and the only guid­ 
ing. light to heaven. 
It was on the solid ground of scrip­ 
ture that Luther and his co-laboretv 
based their confession of 
faith 
at 
Augsburg and raised the standard to 
bidi the Lutheran Church lilts adher­ 


ed to the present day. 
Justification 
by faith without the deeds of the law, 
is the cardinal principle of this church 
today. 
It has not faltered in its firm 
adherence to the Bible ai> the only in­ 
fallible rule of faith and conduct. The 
Bible as the verbally inspired message 
from .leaven is its only gut bority, and 
it makes no effort to bring ifs state­ 
ments into accord with numau rea 
.(aith the Lord,” it-ETAOINvbgkqjmft 
son.

The Ninety-Five Theses 
These were ninety-five ;:r: can io n s 
written and arranged by 
Luther 
in 
tended for discussion between the doc 
tors of the university. 
Luther never, 
intended that they should be a public 
document. 
This Is seen from the fact 
that they were written In Latin. The 
occasion of the theses was the scan­ 
dalous abuse of the sale of indulgences 
by Tetzel. 
They were nailed to the 
door of the castle church because the 
custom of| the times was to 
display 
such documents in this manner. 
It was not Luther's intention to pre- 
rent an adequate plan of salvation in 
the theses, but to point 
out 
what 
evangelical principles are violated in 
the traffic of 
indulgences. 
He 
goes 
right into the heart of the matter in 
his first thesis. 
He does not attack the doctrine of 
indulgences itself but he assails its 
abuse. 
The decided reference to faith 
in Christ as the only ground of salva­ 
tion involved the life principle of Hie 
Reformation. 
The chief 
thought 
in 
the theses is expressed in 
the 
first 
one, "When our Lord 
and 
Master 
.Teslas Christ says ‘Repent.’ He means 
that the entire life of 
the 
believer 
should be a repentance.” The chief 
effort in the theses is to distinguish 
between the idea of "Penance" 
and 
"Repentance.” 
The effect of the theses was astound­ 
ing 
Luther's friends thought he had 
spoken unadvisedly. 
With incredible 
rapidity they were spread all over 
Europe. 
"In fourteen days,” says Lu­ 
ther, "they flew over Germany.” 
in 
four weeks," says

“they 
diffused throughout all 
Christendom 
as though angels were the postmen," 
They met with 
so 
much favor that 
Tetzel publicly burned them and pre­ 
pared counter-theses.

Secretary Baker Tells of Prog­ 
ress Made by U. S. 
in Motoring 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 6.—In an in­ 
terview given out recently by Secre­ 
tary of W ar Baker, he announeed'that 
a sample chassis of the new standard 
military truck will be ready for final 
tests by the middle of October and 
that deliveries are expected to be­ 
gin in January, within four m onths 
after the W ar Department undertook 
tho development of the trucks, 
in 
making his statements as to the com­ 
pletion of the design of the truck 
which will meet the field transporta­ 
tion problems of the war, Mr. Baker 
said: 
How Work Was Done 
“After a series of conferences be 
tween military and civil engineers the 
design of the standard truck was com­ 
pleted early in September. Within ten 
days detailed draw ings •were made 
and sample parts ordered. 
Ordinarily 
it requires several months to perfect 
and turn out such parts, but various 
manufacturers patriotically agreed to 
put ahead the Government’s work and 
delivery of the parts, it is now ex­ 
pected, will he made by October I.

MOTOR THEFTS SHOW 
DECREASE IN L A 


Eternal vigilance is thwarting the 
automobile thieves of Los Angeles. 
That is the conclusion gained from 
a perusal of comparative statem ents 
of motor car thefts in Los Angeles 
for the years 1915, 1916 and 1917. The 
figures, as issued by the Theft Bureau 
of the Automobile Club of Southern 
California, show that the efforts of the 
police department, the activity of the 
Club's Auto Theft Bureau and the pre­ 
cautions taken by car owners them ­ 
selves, are slowly but surely cutting 
into the profits of the automobile theft 
"Industry” Iii the Southern California 
motor metropolis. 
Statistics gathered by Club officials 
show that automobile thievery is in­ 
creasing greatly in eastern cities and 
the activities of the thieves are be­ 
coming so alarmingly great that high­ 
er insurance rates may result. 
This 
condition does not obtain in Southern 
California. 
Automobile stealing is de­ 
creasing here. 
For a time Southern California, and 
particularly Los Angeles, was the fa­ 
vorite hunting grounds of the versa­ 
tile motor Fagins. 
In no other field of 
thievery was greater cleverness and 
during shown than Hie stealing of au­ 
tomobiles in Los Angeles. 
This state 
of affairs was met by police officials 
with increased vigilance; on Hie part 
of the Automobile Club of Southern 
California it resulted in the creation 
of a theft department and the employ­ 
ment of two exp’ Deuced detectives 
whose sole duty is the recovery of 
stolen automobiles and Hie detection 
of automobile thieves. 
Co-operating 
with these two determined forces, the 
Southern California courts adopted a 
fliore vigorous policy in dealing with 
car thieves. 
The result of the co-or­ 
dination of all these forces has been 
the apprehension of a large number 
of individual thieves, the arrest and 
consequent breaking up of several or­ 
ganized 
gangs 
and 
the 
conviction, 
with penitentiary sentences, of a very 
considerable number of the gentry. 
There is no doubt th at the fear of 
the law's penalty is strongly impres­ 
sed upon the thieves who looked upon 
Los Angeles as a profitable field in 
which to ply their nefarious trade. 
The record of Hie Automobile Club’s 
Theft Bureau for the six m onths peri­ 
od ending June 30, show that 699 au­ 
tomobiles were stolen in Los Angeles 
during tile first half of 1917. 
Of this 
number 533 have already been recov­ 
ered and only 166 machines out of the 
total 7S.438 cars registered in Los An­ 
geles are still unrecovered. Figuring 
this out in percentages it la shown 
that less than two-tenths of one per 
cent of Los Angeles’ cars have been 
permanently stolen. 
This record is 
considerably better, on the side of tile 
law, than the records 
of 
preceding 
years, as is also the record, figured in 
percentages, of cars stolen in 1917 as 
compared with cars stolen In 1915 and 
1916. 
In Hie former year, out of the total 
registration of 46,447 automobiles in 
Los Angeles. 1,034 were stolen or a 
per centage of .022. 
In 1916, with a 
registration of 64.553 cars licensed 
in Los Angeles, 1,362 were stolen, a 
percentage of .021, and 1917, with a 
registration of 78.143 Los Angeles au­ 
tomobiles, 
699 
have

reported 
stolen in the six months period, or a 
percentage of .018.
